It is the .company's intent to 
cancel these shares . Mr. Perez had previously returned approximately 18 
million shares to partially reimburse four loans that were made to him by 
the indirect subsidiary. The value of the 12 million shares is not 
expected to be sufficient to reimburse the remainder of the loans in full. 
The unreimbursed portion of the loans will be cancelled, resulting in a 
charge to the consolidated earnings of Gemplus. The amount of that 
charge is estimated based upon the Euronext Paris S.A. First Market 
closing price of Gemplus shares on December 19, 2001. Mr. Perez is also 
entitled to a tax reimbursement on the portion of the loan that has been 
forgiven. In addition, Mr. Perez will receive a 1 million U.S. dollar 
severance payment. Based on the December 19, 2001 share price of 2.86 
euros, the total charges associated with Mr. Perez would be approximately 
12 million euros.
